goest.”  Associated  for  a  pur-  j 
pose  so  important,  and  involving 
consequences  so  beneficial  to  ' 
mankind,  as  the  communication  | 
of  the  knowledge  of  God’s  re¬ 
vealed  will  to  his  intelligent  and  1 
accountable  creatures,  there  can  j 
he  no  doubt  that,  us  members  of 
this  Society,  we  shall  lind  much  { 
to  do,  as  long  as  a  nation  rtr  a 
family  remains  ignorant  of  (iod, 
and  of  the  way  of  salvation. 
And,  as  it  is  well  know-n  that 
even  the  largest  part  of  the  hu¬ 
man  race  are  yet  in  this  condi¬ 
tion,  it  will  be  painful  to  you,  to 
learn  that  the  liiuds  of  our  Soci¬ 
ety,  always  low ,  are,  at  this  sca- 
Htn,  low'er  than  ever.  The  state 
of  your  treasury,  after  the  last  ' 
annual  meeting  of  the  Smiety,  I 
enabled  your  Directors  to  trans-  I 
mit  84(J()  to  tlie  treasury  of  the 
American  Bible  Society,  and  to  j 


piirrbase  w  itli  the  remainder  600 
Bibles.  The  money  has  been 
transmitted,  the  Bibles  purchas¬ 
ed,  apportioned,  and  sent  to  the 
several  counties  for  distribution. 
The  3(M)  Bibles  gratuitously 
furnished  by  the  American  Bible 
iSociety,  for  distribution  in  I'an- 
ada,  have  been  distributed  by 
Rev.  David  11.  Williston,  while 
officiating  as  a  Missionary  in 
the  lower  province,  and  its  bor¬ 
ders.  The  greaterpart  of  them 
he  sold  for  a  part  of  their  value, 
less  or  more,  according  to  the 
ability  of  the  purchaser,  as  will 
be  seen  by^the  Treasurer’s  ac¬ 
count. 

Mr.  Williston  states,  that  he 
visited  a  tract  of  country  in  the 
rovince,  .30  miles  long,  and  35 
road*,  and  that  he  found  a  great 
want  of  Bibles.  “In  one  in¬ 
stance,*’  says  lie,  “I  visited  nine 
families  in  succession,  in  which 
there  was  not  one  whole  Bible.  1 
visited  one  town  containing  150 
families,  aiul  was  told  by  one 
of  its  inhabitants,  that  not  inon* 
than  one  family  in  three  had 
Bibles.  1  found  no  cause  after¬ 
ward,  on  further  examination,  to 
deny  his  declaration.  A  young 
fomaie  in  one  of  the  towns  1 
visited,  informed  me, that  a  yebr 
or  two  since,  she  kept  school  in 
an  adjoining  tow  II,  had  34  scho¬ 
lars,  and  that,  in  the  whole  dis¬ 
trict,  then*  was  but  one  whole 
Bible.  During  the  first  nine 
daysafter  1  reached  Slanstcad. 
1  visited  37  families,  in  which 
there  was  not  one  whok*  Bible.** 
He  states'that  hundreds  of  Bi 
bios  are  still  wanted  i.n  t!ie  towns 
he  h..s  visifeil. 
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Till*  rollo\viii;r  will  exhibit 
the  htate  uf  vour  treasury.

These 
institutions,  aided  by  their  nu¬ 
merous  auxiliaries,  are  prose¬ 
cuting  the  work  of  Christian  be¬ 
nevolence,  with  a  zeal  and  suc¬ 
cess,  that  promises  an  incalcu¬ 
lable  benefit  to  the  world.  A 
benefit,  which,  far  from  being 
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limited  to  tlic  present  gencra- 
lion,  will  be  felt  all  the  fu- 
=  ture  generations  of  men,  and 
vill  extend  its  happifying  in- 
=  jluence  throughout  eternity.  The 
American  IJible  Society  now 
=  numbers  239  Auxiliaries  ;  and 
'  has  issued,  since  its  establish- 
'  meat,  more  than  one  hundred 
and  forty  thousand  Bibles  and 
Testaments.  The  Bntish  and 
Foreign  Bible  Society  has  issu¬ 
ed,  since  its  establishment  in 
18()4,  of  Bibles  and 'Testaments 
Three  Millions.  The  Russian 
Rilde  Society  has,  in  six  years 
!  iVom  its  foundation,  issued  be- 
■  tween  two  and  three  hundred 
,  thousand  copies.  In  every 
'  Christian  country,  ami  where 
Christianity  has  gained  any 
P  tonsiderable  footing,  Bible  So- 
i  tieties  have  arisen  to  adorn  this 
i  aje  of  benev  olence,  ami  to  bless 
i  the  world  with  heaven's  best 
vifttoman. 

‘  But  the  grand  work  of  Chris¬ 
tian  liberality  to  the  spiritual 
wants ‘of  the  world,  is  but  just 
I  begun.  If  we  stop  here,  we 
'  shall  be  .exposed,  and  justly  ex- 
£  posed  to  the  derision  and  re¬ 
proach  of  beginning  to  build,  and 
i  in  consequence  of  not  counting 
^  the  cost,  being  unable  to  finish. 

I  The  world,  iiotwithstamKng  all 
that  is  (lone,  still  remains  buried 
in  ignorance  of  God,  and  crim¬ 
soned  with  the  evil  of  idolatry. 

I  Bible  Societies  have  indeed  a- 
chieved  xvonders.  But  they 
have  only  just  laid  the  corner 
stone  of  thart  grand  edifice  which 
is  destined,  w  e  trust,  at  no  dis¬ 
tant  period,  to  rise  to  heaven. 

Friends  of  the  Bible,  and 
friends  of  man,  we  must  go  for¬ 
ward.  Active  (mrselves  in  this 
glorioBS  cause,  we  must  exert 
our  energies  to  rouse  to  action 
.all  around  us.  As  members  of 


a  Bible  Society,  we  are  a.ssocla- 
ted  with  a  host  of  the  wisest 
and  best  of  the  human  race.  Our 
efforts  are  combined  with  the 
efforts  of  that  whole  company, 
who  concur  with  the  hosts  of 
heaven  in  proclaiming  Peace  on 
earth  and  good  trill  to  men. — 
AVhile,  then,  the  earth  yields 
her  increase,  .and  the  bounty  of 
our  heavenly  Father  supplies  us 
with  fond, and  raiment, and  shel¬ 
ter,  and  all  the  endless  variety 
of  blesstings  we  enjoy,  let  us  a<i- 
mit  no  plea  for  withdrawing  our 
support  from  ati  institution  so 
miK'‘li  tlie  ornament  of  (rur  State, 
and  soVraught  with  benevolence 
to  Miankind,  as  the  Vermont  Bi 
ble  Society- 

Let  ev'eiy  member  consider 
himself  an  agent  of  the  Society 
for  his  own  neigliliorhofMl,  and 
affectionately  invite  all  around 
kim  to  become  members,  or  at 
leaat  to  throw  a  mite  into  our 
troasuey.  Let  us  not  even  men¬ 
tion  the  embarrassment  of  the 
times,  or  the  scarcity  of  money. 
By  a  judicious  retrenchment  of 
superfluities,  we  may  all,  in  a 
few  montlis,  save  a  sum  sufli- 
cient  to  continue  our  member¬ 
ship.  Let  us  remembep  too  that 
“there  is  that  scattereth  and  vet 
increasotlu  and  there  is  that 
withholdeth  more  tiuin  is  meet, 
butittendeth  to  poverty.  But 
the  liberal  soul  shall  be  made 
fat ;  and  he  tliat  watereth  shall 
be  watered  .also  liimself.”  Let 
us  not  be  disheartened  by  the 
paucity  of  our  numbers.  Let 
us  rather  be  aroused  to  exertion 
to  increase  them.

That  we  view  the  souls  that  are 
perishing  fur  lack  of  vision,  too 
precious  to  be  lust  through  our 
neglect ;  tliat  we  regard  the  fi¬ 
nal  triumph  of  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom  too  glorious  and  too 
certain,  not  to  desire  the  honor 
and  the  felicity  of  contributing 
to  its  advancement.

EXTSACT  or  A  LETTER  VROM  MR. 
MOODY  HALL  TO  A  CORRESPON¬ 
DENT  IN  THIS  TOWN.  DATED, 
VALONEY,  CHEROKEE  NATION, 
OCT.  8,  1821. 

[Taloney  is  about  60  miles  south-east 
Of  Brainerd.  Mr.  Hall  went  Troin 
Cornish,  N.H.  and,  with  hi.«  wife, 
joined  the  mission  family  at  Braiu- 
erd  in  March,  1817,  whence  they 
removed  to  Taloney,  about  eight¬ 
een  months  since,  to  take  charge 
of  a  local  school.  Consideriug  the 
very  recent  and  interesting  intelli¬ 
gence  contained  in  the  letter,  we 
make  no  apology  for  giving  a  co¬ 
pious  extract. 

“The  astonishing  revivals  of 
religion  in  various  parts  of  our 
lanu  are  calculated  to  fill  th« 
mind  of  the  Christian  with  ani¬ 
mating  hopes.  Kvents,  with 
prophecies,  conspire  to  favor  the 
expectation,  that  the  time  is  not 
very  fai'  distant,  when  all  will 


unite  in  the/ervice  of  the  Kiii< 
of  Zion.  Who  that  reflects  oa 
the  mighty  transactions  of  thr 
present  day,  can  be  inactive,  o( 
unmoved  r  None  but  he  whem; 
portion  is  in  this  world.  Christ, 
lans  will  awake  ;  they  must 
come  forw  ard  to  the  help  of  the 
Lord  against  the  mighty.  “By 
their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them.'’ 

“It  is  now  about  seventeeu 
months  since  I  opened  a  srh(H4 
here  for  the  instruction  of  the 
dear  children  of  this  immediate 
neighborhood.  More  than 
have,  on  an  average,  regularlj  | 
attended.  All,  except  two.cw  I 
rea«l  a  chapter  in  the  Testament  I 
with  some  ease,  and  noarivall  | 
write  a  tolerable  hand.  *Wt  I 
have  made  it  our  first  object  t*  | 
acquaint  our  dear  pupils  with  t 
the  word  of  God,  and  to  this  | 
end,  have  used  every  exertion  I 
to  i|ualify  them  to  read  it  for 
themselve.s,  and  to  excite  in 
them  a  love  lor  this  sacred  em 
pluvment.  I  have  had  conside 
rahle  experience  in  teachinj 
school,  and  1  can  truly  say,  1 
liave  never  seen  iho  same  num¬ 
ber  of  children  piake  better  im- 
jirovement.  Previous  to  the 
commencement  of  this  school, 
most  of  my  scholars  were  jier- 
fectly  rude  and  uncultiyated: 
and  when  I  consitler,  that  they 
now  oom|M)sc  a  well-organueii 
school,  cheerfully  submit  to 
wholesome  regnlatioiis,  and  are 
eager  in  the  pursuit  of  useful 
knowledge,  I  cannot  help  ex¬ 
claiming,  “It  is  the  Lord’s  do- 
ing.” 

“1  have  held  meetings  regu¬ 
larly  on  the  .Sabbath,  and  in 
general  a  gooilly  number  have 
attended.  1  have  also  a  Sab¬ 
bath  scluMil  for  the  poor  black? 
to  w  hich  ten  belong — some  ot 
them  can  read  the  vvord  o! 
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t.uth.  All  my  scholars  are  re- 
»iuire<l  to  attend  nieetinjr,  and 
ure  catei  lii>ed  in  the  presem  e 
of  the  whole  con^rejiation.  in 
this  way,  all  who  attend  meet¬ 
ing,  receive  some  instruction  in 
the  first  principles  of  our  holy 
reli^on.  Oftentimes,  a  great 
decree  of  solemnity  has  perva- 
iltil  the  whole  asseinhiy,  and 
Htnie  have  h|>peared  deeply  af¬ 
fected  ;  hut,  my  ilear  brother, 
there  are  inittt;  that  we  can 
reckon  as  the  subjects  of  ic- 
(leeiuing  grace  in  this  particular 
rej;ioii.  1  trust, however,  I  have 
not  wholly  labored  in  vain. 
There  is  a  great  improvement 
in  tiie  outward  conduct  of  most 
of  the  people  around.  'The  sab¬ 
bath  is  considerably  respe.ctevl, 
drunkenness  and  other  vices 
are  less  prevalent.  A  founda¬ 
tion  is  laid,  and,  we  trust,  the 
dear  Savior  will  here,  in  his  own 
good  time,  have  a  seetl  t»)  serve 
him.  At  Hrainerd  a  few  tlear 
Chenikees  have  recently  been 
received  us  candidates  for  holy 
Itaptism.  At  Spring-place,  30 
miles  hence,  w  here  tne  United 
Pfcethren  have  a  missionary  es¬ 
tablishment,  a  goovl  work  is  go¬ 
ing  on.  Several  of  the  most  in¬ 
fluential  in  the  nation  have  been 
added  to  that  church  within  a 
year.  This  nation  is,  indeed, 
highly  favored.  'There  are  sev¬ 
en  missionary  stations  in  it,  vi7.. 
three  under  the  patronage  of  our 
Society,  two  of  the  United  Bre¬ 
thren,  and  two  of  the  Baptists. 
The  Methodists  have  a  preach¬ 
ing  station  also,  and  have  gath¬ 
ered  a  church  of  ten  or  twelve 
tneinbcrs  this  summer.*'

In  my  last  I  considered  the 


case  of  a  person  who  liaj  grown 
old  in  sin,  and  in  view  of  his 
past  abuse  of  mercies  draws  the 
rash  conclusion  that  his  day  of 
grace  is  past.  More,  however, 
are  in  danger  of  erring  on  the 
other  extreme,  and  are  more 
ready  to  adopt  the  language  of 
the  I  harisee,  than  the  publican. 
While  one  is  bewailing  that  his 
Ivc'art  i:«  corrupt,  and  his  sins  are 
great,  another  is  blessing  him¬ 
self  that  he  is  not  so.  In  hU 
own  esteem,  lie  is  righteous. 
Tell  him  that  he  is  abominably 
wicked  in  tlie  sight  of  Gmh.'imi. 
if  be  is  not  too  indignant  to 
make  a  reply,  he  immediately 
begins  to  make  excuse,  “My  life 
has  been  mor.il,  1  have  been 
guilty  of  no  immoralities,  such 
as  profanity,  drunkenness,  and 
the  like  ;  I  have  dealt  honestly 
with  my  neighbor ;  I  pray  often; 
attend  public  worship,  and  con¬ 
tribute  for  its  supp<»rt;  1  strictly 
observe  the  Subbath,  and  am 
kind  and  charitable  to  the  poor 
and  distressed.”  'To  such  it 
may  lie  answered,  the  scribes 
ami  pharisees  could  boast  of  ob¬ 
serving  all  these  duties,  ami 
many  more  ;  tiiey  appeared  to 
men  to  be  righteous,  made  long 
prayers,  were  constant  worship¬ 
pers  in  the  synagogue,  ami  were 
so  conscientious  in  supporting 
public  worship,  that  they  paid 
tithes  of  all  they  possessed  to 
maintain  the  ministry,  even  gar¬ 
den  herbs,  and  those  of  sponta¬ 
neous  growth,  such  as  mint,  anise 
and  cummin.  They  made  great 

Krofessions  of  keeping  the  Sab- 
ath  holy,  and  boasted  niucli  of 
their  aims  to  the  poor.  But 
what  saith  the  faithbil  and  true 
Witness  of  them  r  “Except 
your  righteousness  shall  exceed 
the  righteousness  of  the  scrilM** 
.  and  pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no 
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case  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  \ 
lieaven.’^  “The  whole  have  no 
*iee<l  of  a  plivsician,  l)ut  they 
that  arc  sicK.''  “I  came  not  t« 
call  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to 
lepentanc^.” 

Such  plead  their  own  svorks 
in  the  great  affair  of  justification 
before  God,  they  exalt  them- 
^elvea  and  overlook  the  Lamb 
of  God,  w'ho  taketh  away  the  sin 
of  the  world.  Hut  soon  the  time 
will  come,  when  they  shall  sec 
him  exalted,  then  too  late  they 
will  experience  the.  dreadful  im¬ 
port  of  his  saying,  “Whosoever 
exalteth  himself  shall  be  abas¬ 
ed.”  Rather  let  them  n<»w 
bumble  themselves  before  God 
for  their  multiplied  transgress¬ 
ions,  make  the  prayer  of  the 
publican  their  own,  God  be 
merciful  to  us,  sinners;"  and 
they  shall  be  exalted  to  a  stand¬ 
ing  among  his  saints  on  eartli, 
and,  at  last,  find  an  abundant 
entrance  ministered  unto  them 
into  his  everlasting  kingdom ; 
But, 

“He,  that  never  donlited  of  hi*  slate, 
He  ntajr,  perhaps  he  ninj,  too  laU.’’ 


'  SADBATH  SCHOOLS. 

The  children  and  youth  belonging  to 
the  Sabbath  Schools  in  thia  parish 
assembled  on  tlic  25th  ult.  at  the 
Meeting  House,  when  an  address 
was  delivered  by  one  of  the  Super¬ 
intendents  of  the  Schools,  and  a 
Report  was  then  made  of  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  scholars,  from  which 
we  make  the  following  extracts. 

During  the  past  season, 
Achools  have  been  established  in 
only  three  districts  in  this  par¬ 
ish.  In  the  village,  the  sciiool 
commenced  early  in  the  season, 
and  has  continued  without  in¬ 
termission  till  the  last  l^abbatlu 


The  whole  number  of  scholar^ 
who  have  attended  it,  is  fiftr. 
five,  and  we  are  sorry  to  add, 
many  of  these  have  not  been  con¬ 
stant.  A  class  of  young  ladies 
principally  -of  Miss  Ljman’i 
boarding  school,  have  ctmstant- 
ly  attended,  and,  besides  com¬ 
mon  recitations,  have  written, 
and  usually  committed  to  mem¬ 
ory  from  the  Bible,  answers  to 
the  most  important  doctrinal 
questions.  The  number  of  versei 
recited  by  this  class  is  not  ex¬ 
actly-known,  but  it  is  believed 
to  be  about  2000  verses  of  scrip¬ 
ture  and  half  as  many  of  hymns. 
This  practice  is  particularly ce- 
roiumended  to  the  larger  mom- 
liers  of  Sabbath  Schools.  It 
excites  a  spirit  of  inquiry  and 
attention  to  the  truths  of  the 
Bible  ;  it  matures  the  judgment, 
while  it  calls  into  exercise  the 
discriminating  powers  of  tlie 
mind.  The  other  classes  intlijs 
school  have  recited  10,627  ver¬ 
ses  of  scripture,  of  hymns  and 
answers  from  various  cate¬ 
chisms,  of  which  about  8000  have 
been  verses  of  scripture.  The 
greatest  number  recited  by  one 
scholar  is  932. 

The  western  school  has  been 
small.  Twenty -three  onlyliave 
attended,  and  some  of  these  have 
recited  but  once.  It  has  been  in¬ 
structed  by  two  young  ladies, 
who  have  recited  to  each  other. 
An  example  deserving  of  high 
commendation,  and  worthy  of 
universal  imitation.  The  whole 
number  of  verses  recited  by  tlie 
scholars  of  this  school  is  2,323, 
jirincipally  from  the  Bible.  The 
greatest  number  by  one  scholar, 
304. 

The  northern  school  commen¬ 
ced  on  the  last  sabbath  in  Au¬ 
gust.  The  scholars,  28  in  num¬
